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EUR  OPE  AIT  PORK  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

Since  mi d- Sept ember ,  American  bacon  at  Liverpool  has  "been  quoted 
at  prices  higher  than  for  the  Danish  product,  according  to  cabled  advices 
from  American  Agricultural  Commi ssioner  Foley  at  London.     Current  prices 
on  American  "bacon  are  higher  than  last  year  as  a  result  of  limited  supply, 
whereas  prices  on  Danish  are  running  $7.50  per  100  pounds  under  1929 
levels  as  a  consequence  of  increased  production  in  Denmark  and  other  conti- 
nental countries.    American  hams,  however,  have  not  maintained  the  "better 
prices  of  recent  months,  current  quotations  averaging  $1.70  under  last  year. 
There  have  been  no  signs  of  fundamental  improvement  on  the  demand  side  of 
the  British  market.    Preliminary  figures  on  German  hog  market  receipts  and 
slaughter  for  September  are  the  most  recent  evidence  of  the  upward  movement 
in  Continental  European  pork  production.    According  to  Agricultural  Com- 
missioner Steere  at  Berlin,  September  receipts  at  14  German  markets  increas- 
ed seasonally  to  reach  334,000  head  against  263,000  head  last  year. 
Slaughter  at  36  centers  also  advanced,  reaching  429,000  head  against  346,000 
head,  in  September  1929.     Indications  are  that  the  increased  marketings  are 
being  carried  into  October.     See  table,  page  591. 

CROP  PRODUCTION  IN  SWEDEN 

The  1930  rye  production  in  Sweden  is  estimated  at  19,172,000  bushels, 
an  increase  of  18  per  cent  over  the  production  of  15,282,000  bushels  in 
1929,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricul- 
tural Economics  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture.     The  oats 
production  is  estimated  at  72,132,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  18  per  cent  from 
the  production  of  88,238,000  bashels  in  1929,  and  the  smallest  crop  since 
1920,    The  production  of  sugar  beets  is  estimated  at  1,283,000  short  tons 
which  is  on  increase  of  52  per  cent  over  last  year's  low  crop  of  845,000 
short  tons.     Sugar  beet  production  in  Sweden  has  shown  considerable  varia- 
tions within  recent  years  because  of  the  low  sugar  beet  prices  offered.  The 
lowest  crop  on  record,  since  the  establishment  of  the  Swedish  sugar  industry, 
was  harvested  in  1925,  while  the  previous  year's  crop  of  1,503,000  short  tons 
was  one  of  the  largest  ones  produced  in  the  country. 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

Russian  autumn  grain  sowings 

The  acreage  sown  to  winter  grains  in  U.S.  S.R.  up  to  October  10  is 
estimated  at  77,600,000  acres,   or  73  per  cent  of  the  "plan"  for  the  season. 
The  northern  central  and  the  eastern  regions  whesrs  sowing  has  practically 
stepped  have  failed  to  execute  the  "plan"  "by  about  10  to  15  per  cent  and 
the  success  of  the  campaign  will  depend  on  developments  during  the  next 
two  weeks  in  the  southern  regions.     Grain  procurements  to  October  10  were 
below  the  "plan"  for  the  period. 

"Wheat  production  in  1930 

The  estimates  of  wheat  production  in  the  32  countries  which  have 
reported  to  date  total  3,235,939,000  "bushels,  an  increase  of         per  cent 
over  the  3,031,197,000  bushels  111  the  sane  countries,  in  1929.     The  1930 
wheat  production  in  Australia  is  forecast  at  200,000,000  bushels,  and, 
if  this  forecast  is  borne  out,  the  harvest  will  be  the  largest  on  record. 
The  largest  crop  previously  reported  was  in  1915,  when  179*066,000 
bushels  were  harvested.    The  1929  crop  was  officially  estimated  at 
12b, ^77, 000  bushels  and  the  l'92o  crop  at  159,679,000  bushels.     The  acre- 
age on  which  harvest  is  expected  this  year  is  lS.l6o,000  acres,  compared 
with  l^, 931,000  acres  in  1929' and  lk, 3^0,000  acres  in  192S.  Production 
in  22  European  countries  totals,  1,315,629,000  bushels  compared  with 
1  ,!+06,  303,000  bushels  in  1929.     The  first  estimate  of  the  production  in 
Prance  is  232,000,000;  bushels.     The  official  estimate  of  the  1929  crop  was 
319,063,000  bushels,  but  it  now  appears  that  the  crop  was  at  least 
20:, 000, 000  bushels  above  that  figure.      The  summary  table  on  production  is 
given  on  page  532. 

"'     Foreign  'growing  conditions 

Above  average  temperatures  and  considerable  rain  in  southern  and 
central  Europe  Were  reported  during  the  week  ended  October  l6,  according 
to  a  cable  received  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin. 
Further  soaking  rains  were  reported  in  Aastralia  during  the  week  ended 
October  13,  according  to  reports  received  by  the  "United  States  Weather 
Bureau.     In  Argentina  there  was  a  reaction  to  cooler  weather  during  the 
week,  the  mean  temperatures  for  the  northern  and  southern  zones  being, 
respectively,  3°  and  4°  subnormal.    Precipitation  was  deficient  in  the 
northern  zone,  but  was  exactly  normal  in  the  south. 
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Movement  to  market 

United  States 

The  exports  of  wheat  including  flour  from  the  united  States, 
July  1-October  11,  1930,  were  63,056, 000  bushels' compared  with  55,275,000 
"bushels  during  the  same  period  last  year.      Exports  during  the  week  ended 
October  11  were  3,151,000  bushels,  compared  with,  2,757,000  bushels  the 
previous  week  and  2,7.97*  000  bushels' "'during  the  week  ended  October  12,  1929. 

Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada 
on  October  10,  1930,  were  117,870,000  bushels  compared  with  132,373,000 
bushels  on  October  11,  1930.     Receipts  at  Port  William  and  Port  Arthur 
during  the  week  ended  October  10  were  8,3^4,000  bushels  and  shipments  were 
10,677,000  bushels.     Receipts  at  Vancouver  were  1,193,000  bushels  and 
shipments  were  958,000  bushels. 

Foreign  market  conditions 

Germany 

The  estimates  of  the  farm  stocks  of  grain  in  Germany  on  September  15, 
as  released  by  the  German  Agricultural  Council,  show  that  the  stocks  of 
wheat  are  about  the  same  as  .a  year  ago,  but'  show  smaller  stocks  of  rye, 
barley  and  oats,  according  to  a  cable .  from  Mr.  Steere  at  Berlin.     The  quan- 
tities of  grain  to  be  used  on  farms  are  approximately  the  same  as  last  year. 
The  farm  stocks  of  winter  wheat  were  estimated  at  77  P£r  cent,  and  spring 
wheat  at  89  per  cent  of  the  total  production.     These  estimates  applied  to  the 
official  estimates  of  crop  production  indicate  that  102,600,000  bushels  of 
wheat  remained  on  fauns  on  September  15,  1930,  compared  with  82.9  per  cent 
of  the  winter  crop  and  93*1  PGr  cent  of.  the  spring  crop,  or  a  total  of 
103,100,000  bushels  on  September  15,  1929.     The  quantities  of  wheat  available 
for  sale  were  estimated  at  64  of  the  winter  crop  and  80  per  cent  of  the  spring 
crop  or  a  total  of  35,900,000  bushels  compared  with  85,000,000  bushels  a 
year  ago.      The  indicated  supplies  to  be  retained  on  farms  this  year 
16,700,000  bushels  compared  with  18,100,000  bushels  indicated  in  1929. 
The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  was  $1.46  per  bushel  compared 
with  $1.^7  on  October  8.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  rye  was  $.85  per 
bushel  on  October  15  compared  with  $.91  on  October  8. 
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The  data  gathered  by  the  Council  show  that  the  qual?  ty  of  the  1930 
wheat  crop  is  inferior  to  either  the  1928  or  the  1929  crop.     The  weight  of 
the  winter'  wheat  crop  is  estimated  as  follows:      37  per  cent  weighing  over 
59  pounds  per  measured  bushel,  39  per  cent  weighing  between  57  and  59  pounds, 
and  2^4-  per  cent  weighing  less  than  57  pounds  per  bushel.     In  1929,  ol  per 
cent  of  the  crop  weighed  ever  59  pounds  per  bushel,  29  per  cent  between 
57  and  59  pounds,  and  10  per  cent  less  than  57  pounds  per  bushel.  The 
weight  of  the  spring  wheat  crop  is  divided  as  follows:     71  per  cent  weigh- 
ing over  59  pounds,  22  per  cent  between  57  and  59  pounds,  and  7  Per  cent 
weighing  less  than  57  pounds  per  bushel.     The  spring  crop,  however, 
represents  less  than  10  per  cent  of  the  total  wheat  crop. 

United  States  wheat  prices 

Wheat  futures  prices  closed  on' October  lo  at  about  the  sane  levels 
as  a  week  previous  in  North  American  markets,  but  were  markedly  lower  at 
Liverpool  and  Buenos  Aires.     December  futures  closed  at  about  77  cents 
per  bushel  at  Chicago,  whicix  was  the  same  as  the  week  before.     The  Kansas 
City  close  at  71  cents  was  also  the  same  as  a  week  before,  while  Minneapolis 
was  down  one  cent  to  7^  cents  per  bushel,  and  Winnipeg  two  cents  to  71 
cents  per  bushel.     The  greatest  declines  were  Liverpool  and  Buenos  Aires. 
December  fixtures  at  Liverpool  closed  on  the  l6th  at  Si  cents  compared  with 
8b~  cents  the  week  before,  while  the  close  on  the  15th  at  Buenos  Aires  was 
70  cents  per  bushel  compared  with  75  cents  a  week  earlier.     The  marked 
decline  at  Liverpool  was  apparently  associated  with  Russian  shipments  to 
Europe,  and  Buenos  Aires  declined  in  full  sympathy.     North  American  markets, 
on  the  other  hand,  showed  more  resistance  to  depression. 

The  weighted  average  of  cash  prices  at  the  principal  markets  in 
the  Uni  ted  States  was  higher  for  the  week  ending  October  10  than  for  the 
previous  week.     Increases  of  the  principal  representative  wheats  ranged 
from  two  to  six  cents  per  bushel.    No.  2  hard  winter  at  Kansas  City,  and 
No.  1  dirk  northern  spring  at  Minneapolis  showed  increases  of  two  cents, 
while  No.  2  red  winter  at  St.  Louis  increased  five  cents  and  No.  2  amber 
durum  at  Minneapolis  six  cents.     Western  white  at  Seattle,  however,  was 
quoted  at  ~jG  cents,   the  same  as  during  the  previous  week.     The  rise  of 
cash  prices  is  indicative  of  some,  strengthening  of  the  cash  markets  as 
compared  with  futures.

Estimates  of  the  1930  rye  production  in  20  European  countries  toial 
873,3^9,000  bushels  compared  with  893,066,000  bushels  in  the  sane  countries 
in  1929.     The  German  Agricultural  Council  estimates  that  85  per  cent  of  the 
winter  rye . crop  remained  on  farms  on  September  15  compared  with  86.7  per 
cent  on  September  15,  1930.      These  percentages  applied  to  the  official 
estimate  of  production  indicate  that  255,000,000  bushels  of  rye  were  on 
farms  this  year  compared  with  27*+,  800,000  "bushels  on  September  15,  1929. 
Inquiries  made  by  the  council  show  the  1930  crop  to  be  of  lower  quality  than 
either  the  1928  or  the  1929  crop.      Only  33  psr  ceir!:  cf  the  crop  weighs 
over  55  pounds  per  bushel  compared  with  6l  per  cent  in  1929-    Nineteen  per 
cent  of  the  crop  weighs  less  than  53  pounds  compared  with  6  per  cent  last 
year.    Production  table  is  given  on  page  5°2. 

PEED  GRAINS 

Corn 

The  1930  production  of  corn  in  15  countries  so  far  reported  amounts 
to  2,72b,239,00O  "bushels,  a  decrease  of  more  than  20  per  cent  from  the  pro- 
duction in  those  countries  last  year.     The  first  report  of  the  main  corn 
crop  in  Italy,  which  is  usually  more  than  95  per  cent  of  the"  total,  shows 
an  increase  cf  nearly  9  per  cent  over  the  final  harvest  last  year.    A  new 
figure  for  Bulgaria  shows  an  increase  of  nearly  700,000  bushels  over  the 
earlier  estimate,  but  it  is  still  3  per  cent  below  the  record  crop  of  1929* 
These  figures,  with  other  revisions  received  during  the  past  week,  have 
raised  the  European  total  for  the  8  countries  reported  to  522,559,000 
bushels,  20. ^  per  cent  below  the  crop  for  those  countries  last  year.  See 
corn  production  table,  page  583.    While  no  definite  figures  have  "been 
received,  it  is  estimated  that  the  corn  crop  in  U.S. S.R.  will  he  about  . 
half  as  large  as  that  of  last  year. 

The  corn  crop  of  the  United  States  is  placed  at  2, 0^7 » 000, 000 
bushels  as  of  October  1,  compared  with  the  final  estimate  of  2, Gl^, 000, 000 
bushels  last  year  and  an  average  of  2,700,000,000  bushels  for  the  five 
years  1925-1928. 

The  exportable  surplus  of  the  corn  crop  in  Hungary  this  year  is 
estimated  at'  51,178,000  bushels  compared  with  70,626,000  bushels  last 
year;  for  Yugoslavia  it  is  placed  at  137,866,000  bushels  against  163, 377.000 
bushels  last  year;  for  Rumania  155,14-21+,000  bushels  this  year  against 
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■851,403,000  bushels  last  year;  and  for  Bulgaria  33,463,000  bushels  against 
36,061,000  bushels  last  year. 

Experts  tf  corn  from  the  United  States,  the  Danubian  countries, 
Argentina,  and  the  Union -of  South  Africa  from  November  1,  1S29  to  the 
latest  dates  available  total  240,216,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  4.7  per 
cent  from  the  shipments  during  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year. 
Corn  exports  from  the  United  States  during  the.  week  ended  October  11  were 
the  smallest  weekly  shipment  for  several  years  ,  while  Argentine  shipments 
were  the  largest  since  the  beginning  of  August,  1929.     See  corn  trade 
table,  page  587.' 

■   Corn  prices  in  the  United  States  increased  several  cents  during  the 
week  ended  October  10,  while  Buenos  Aires  quotations  also  increased 
slightly.    The  margin  between  December  futures  of  United  States  and  of 
Argentine  corn  was  about  35  cents  per  bushel,  which  was  much  larger  than  the 
spread  at  that  time  last  year.  •  In  western  Europe  c cm  prices  declined 
considerably  -at  the  beginning  of  October. 

■   :  '  '■•  Barley  '..  ; 

In  Manitoba,  Canada,  the  threshing  of  barley  had  been  practically 
completed  by  October  4,  in  Saskatchewan -about  87  per  cent  had  been  com- 
pleted by  that  date,  and  in  Alberta  about  74  per  cent.     The  quality  of  the 
barley  in  Canada  as  a  whole  this  year  is  expressed  at  96  per  cent  against 
93  per  cent  in  1929.     In  England  and  Wales  the  barley  condition  as  of 
October  1  was  93  per  cent  of  the  past  ten-year  average,  compared  with  109 
per  cent  last  year. 

The  1930  production  of  barley  in  the  30  countries  so  far  reported 
totals  1,271,621,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  4. per  cent  from  the  production 
in  those  countries  last  year.     The  first  estimate  of  the  barley  crop  in 
Norway  is  5,052,000  bushels,  6.4  per  cent  below  that  of  last  year.  The 
Estonian  crop  shows  a  decline  of  more  than  4  per  cent,  and  the  Latvian  crop 
a  decrease  of  10.5  per  cent.     In  Bulgaria,  on  the  contrary,  the  earlier 
estimate  was  increased  by  nearly  1,500,000' bushels,  which  is  more  than 
twice  as  large  as  the  snail  crop  of  1929.     Including  various  small  re- 
visions which  have  been  received  during  the  past  week,  the  European  crop 
for  the  23  countries  reported, now  stands  at  622,098,000  bushels,  11.4  per 
cent  below  that  of  those  countries  last  year.     See  barley  production  table, 
page  535. 

Exports  of  barley  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and 
the  Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total 
28,260,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  24.5  per  cent  from  the  shipments  during 
the  same  periods  last  year.    United  States  barley  exports  during  the  week 
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ended  October  11  fell  below  the  exports  for  each  of  the  preceding  three 
weeks.    There  was  a  large  increase  in  Canadian  barley  shipments  during 
September.     See  barley  trade  table,  page  587     .    United  States  barley 
prices  increased  slightly  during  the  week  ended  October  10  but  were 
somewhat  below  the  corresponding  prices  last  year.     See  tables  showing 
barley  trade  and  prices,  pages  587  and  588  . 

Receipts  of  barley  at  Port  William,  Port  Arthur  and  Vancouver, 
August  1  -  October  10  amounted  to  9,443,000  bushels  compared  with 
8,053,000  bushels  for  that  period  last  year.     Shipments  from  those  parts 
totaled  6,071,000  bushels  against  only  1,133,000  bushels  from  August  1 
to  October  10,  1929.     Stocks  of  barley  in  store  in  the  Western  C-rain 
Inspection  Division  of  Canada  on  October  10  amounted  to  22,309,000  bush- 
els compared  with  17,378,000  bushels  on  that  date  last  year. 

Farm  stocks  of  winter  barley  in  Germany  on  September  15  amounted 
to  56  per  cent  of.  the  total  production  of  20,057,000  bushels,  or  11,200,000 
bushels,  while  the  stocks  available  for  sale  were  9  per  cent  of  the  total, 
or  1,800,000  bushels.    Parm  stocks  of  spring  barley  amounted  to  81  per 
cent  of  the  102,881,000  bushels  produced,  or  83,300,000  bushels,  while  the 
stocks  available  for  sale  amounted  to  62. per  cent  of  the  total,  or 
63,800,000  bushels.    On  September  15  last  year  farm  stocks  of  winter 
barley  amounted  to  12,700,000  bushels  out  of  a  total  of  17,497,000  bushels, 
while  the  stocks  available  for  sale  were  2,900,000  bushels.    Farm  stocks 
of  spring  barley  amounted  to  116,800,000  bushels  out  of  a  total  crop  of 
128,591,000  bushels,  while  the  amount  available  for  sale  was  88,300,000 
bushels. 

Oats 

In  Manitoba,  Canada,  the  threshing  of  oats  had  been  practically 
completed  by  October  4,  in  Saskatchewan  about  84  per  cent  had  been  com- 
pleted by  that  date  and  in  Alberta  about ■>  69  per  cent.    The  quality  of  the 
oats  crop  in  Canada  as  a  whole  is  expressed  as  98  per  cent  compared  with 
§4  per  cent  last  year.    The  quality  of  the  oats  crop  in  the  United  States 
this  year  is  exceptionally  high,  91.2  per  cent  compared  with  86.2  per  cent 
last  year  and  a  usual  quality  of  86.4.    The  condition  of  the  oats  drop  in 
England  and  Wales  as  of  October  1  is  96  per  cent  of  the  past  ten-year  aver- 
age compared  with  1©4  per  cent  last  year. 

The  1930  production  of  oats  in  the  26  countries  so  far  reported 
totals  3,04-9,133,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  1.6  per  cent  over  the  produc- 
tion in  those  countries  last  year.    The  first  estimate1  of  the  oats  crop  in 
Norway  is  14,054,000  bushels,  nearly  13  per  cent  above  tr  ->  1929  harvest, 
and  one  of  the  largest  crops  on  repord  there.    The  first  reports  of  the 
crops  in  Latvia  and  Estonia' are  slightly  below  the  1929  harvests.  The 
earlier  estimate  for  Bulgaris  has  been  increased  by  about  1,000,000  bushels 
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and  is  now  ever  6  per  cent  larger  than  that  of  last  year.    With  various 
small  revisions  in  ether  countries,  the  total  for  the  21  European  coon- 
tries  reported  now  stands  at  1,155,344,000  bushels,  20  per  cent  below 
that  of  1929.     See  oats  production  table,  page  584, 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total  9,182,000 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  2.2  per  cent  from  the  exports  during  the  same  periods 
last  year.    United  States  exports  during  the  week  ended  October  11  were 
negligible,  while  oats  exports  from  Canada  during  September  increased. 
United  States  sats  prices  increased  slightly  during  the  week  ended  October 
10  but  were  considerably  under  those  of  last  year.     See  tables  showing  oats 
trade  and  prices,  pages  587  and  538. 

Receipts  of  oats  at  Fort  William,  Port  Arthur  and  Vancouver  from 
August  1  to  October  10  amounted  to  3,206,000  bushels  compared  with  1,401,000 
bushels  during  that  period  last  year.     Shipments  of  oats  from  those  ports 
totaled  2,744,000  bushels  against  2,897,000  bushels  from  August  1  to  October 
10,  1929.     Stocks  of  oats  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division 
of  Canada  on  October  10  amounted  to  7,433,000  bushels  compared  with 
12,574,000  bushels  on  that  date  last  year. 

Farm  stocks  of  oats  in  Germany  on  September  15  amounted  to  95  per  cent 
of  the  total  production  of  377,007,000  bushels,  or  358,200,000  bushels,  while 
the  stocks  available  for  sale  v/ere  38  per  cent  of  the  total,  or  143,300,000 
bushels.     On  September  15,  1929  out  of  a  total  production  of  508,533,000  bush- 
els, farm  stocks  amounted  to  430,100,000  bushels  and  stocks  available  for  sale 
to  218,700,000  bushels. 


HOPS 

Business  in  the  British  hop  market  continues  to  be  quiet,  according 
to  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  at  London.    While  supplies  in  general 
are  now  plentiful,  the  better  grades  are  scarcer  than  last  year  and  prices 
quoted  are  advancing.     There  is  practically  no  demand  for  the  medium  to  low 
grades.    Prices  in  all  continental  markets  are  higher  this  week  and  buying 
is  active,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  Steere  at  Berlin.  Total 
sales  on  the  Nuremberg  market  from  September  1  tc  October  11,  amounted  to 
4,950  bales  as  against  5,350  bales  in  the  corresponding  period  last  year 
and  5,970  bales  in  the  same  period  in  1928.    A  hop  supporting  syndicate  has 
now  been  organized  in  Czechoslovakia  with  a  government  guarantee  of  $297,000. 
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SUGAR 

Production  of  beet  sugar  in,  Europe  excluding  Russia,  during  the 
1930-31  sugar  season  is  expected  to.  be  approximately  5  per  cent  above  that 
of  the  season  just  completed,  according  to  the  September  Bulletin  of  the 
International  Institute  of  Agriculture.  '  In  regard  to  Russia  the  Institute 
states  that  if  the  official  forecast  for  that  country  is  confirmed  the 
total  European  production  will  considerably  exceed  the  above  percentage. 
Based  on  information  received  regarding  acreage  under  beets,  crop  condition, 
sucrose  content  of  beets,  weight  of  beet  roots,'  etc'  the  Institute  predicts 
increased  sugar  production  in  Germany,  Czechoslovakia,  the  United  Kingdom, 
Prance,  Spain,  Austria,  Denmark, vgcre&ea-,  Bulgaria,  Rumania  and  Latvia.  .  For 
Hungary  and  Poland  the  Institute  predicts  decreased  crops  while  in  the  re- 
maining countries  no  appreciable  change  from  last  year's  production  is  ex- 
pected.    *7ith  the  indicated  increase  of  over  100,000  short  tons  in  the 
United  States    beet  sugar  crop  for,  the  coming  season,  it  seems  probable 
that  the  1S30-31  world  beet  sugar  crop -.may  exceed  the  record  crop  of 
10,293,000  short  tons  produced  in  1928-29. 


SUGAR  BEETS 

The  1350  production  of  sugar  beets  in-  7  European  countries,  repre- 
senting about  40' per' cent  of  the  European:  production  excluding  Russia, 
indicates  an  increase  of  17.5  per  cent  over  last  year,  according  to  the 
latest  estimates  received  from  official  sources  and  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture.     Including  Russia  with  the • above  countries,  an 
increase  of  37.3  per  cent  over  last  year  is  indicated.     Combining  figures 
for  the  United  States  and  Canada  with  estimates  for  Europe  brings  the  total 
production  in  10  countries  for  which  statistics  have  been  received  to  date, 
up  to  47,950,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  35,141,758  short  tons  produced 
by  these  countries  in  1929.    These  10  countries  represent  about  55  per  cent 
of  the  total  world  sugar  beet  crop. 

The  United  States  crop,  according  to  the  October  1  United  States 
Crop  Report  is  estimated  at  8,415,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  7,318,000 
short  tons  produced  in  1929.     The  German  crop  is  officially  estimated  at 
15,111,000  snort  tons  as  compared  with  12,225,055  short  tons  ir  1929  and 
14,579,155  short  tons  the  average  for  the  years  Immediately  preceding  the 
world  war.     In  Russia,  according  to  an  estimate  reported  by  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture,  a  record  crop  of  over  15,000,000  short  tons  is 
being  harvested  which  indicates  an  increase  of  73  per  cent  over  the  9,259,000 
short  tons  produced  in  1929.    Estimates  in  countries  reporting  to  date  show 
increases  over  last  year  with  the  exception  of  JTe the r lands,  where  a  crop  10 
per  cent  below  last  year  is  reported,  and  Hungary  where  a  reduction  of  25 
per  cent  from  last  year  is  indicated.     Other  countries  for  which  estimates 
have  been  received  are  Sweden,   Spain,   Switzerland  and  Bulgaria.    For  produc- 
tion of  sugar  beets  by  countries,  see  page  589. 
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SEE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKED?:    Prices-  paid  for  "barreled  apples  on 
the  Liverpool  auction,  Wednesday,  October  15,  were  somewhi  higher  than 
last  week's  prices,  according  to  a  cable  from  Mr.  Fred  A.  Motz,  Fruit 
Specialist  in  -Europe  for  the  Poreign  Service  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture.    Prices  paid  for  "boxed  Jonathans  declined  somewhat  from 
last  week's  prices  and  were  "below  those  received  at  this  time  last  year. 
Boxed  Grimes  and  California  Yellow  ITewtowns  also  sold  at  prices  "below 
those  of  last  .year*    Prices  of  California  Yellow  ITewtowns  are  expected 
to  decline  further,  states  Mr.  Motz,  as  the  market  is  not  quite  ready 
for  this  variety.    The  trade  is  mainly  interested  in  highly  colored 
fruit  at  this  tine.    Supplies  of  American  "barreled  apples  were  light, 
whereas  "boxed  apples  were  in  moderate  supply.     The  fruit  was  in  good 
condition,  except  ITew  England  Wolf  River,  the  condition  of  which  was 
fair.    The  moderate  American  pear  supplies  at  Liverpool  met  an  active 
market.    The  condition  was  good. 

Prices  paid  for  American  appl&s  in  London  were  generally  above 
those  ruling  in  Liverpool.     This  is  explained  by  the  light  supplies  of 
American  apples  on  the  London  market.    The  condition  of  the  fruit  was 
good.    Supplies  of  Canadian  "barreled  apples  v?ere  moderate.  American 
pear  sup^jlies  were  moderate  at  London  and  in  good  condition*    Mr.  Motz 
reports  that  arrivals  of  American  pears  and  plums  in  the  United  Kingdom 
are  almost  double  those  of  last  year,  "but  continue  in  demand  at  satis- 
factory prices.    The  condition  of  the  fruit  has  been  good.    Pear  imports 
from  Belgium  continue  to  decline.    The  prospects  for  American  apples 
in  the  United  Kingdom  appear  encouraging,  and  satisfactory  prices 
should  rule  for  good  stock  this  season.    The  English  apple  crop,  although 
considered  a  good  one,  is ;rapidly  going  into  consumption.  Dessert 
varieties  are  already  scarce  and  cooking  apx-3.es  are  cleaning  up,  but, 
due  to  their  generally  poor  quality,  not  as  rapidly  as  the  trade  would 
like.    So  far  this  season  shipments  ffom  the  United  States    have  "been 
below  those  of  previous  years  for  both  "boxed  and  barreled  apples.  The 
condition  and  appearance  of  the  fruit  has  been  good. 

THE  BRITISH  GRAPEFRUIT  MARKET:  The  moderate  grapefruit  supplies 
met  an  active  market  on  the  Liverpool  auction  Wednesday,  October  15, 
according  to  a  cable  from  Mr.  Fred  A.  Matz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe 
for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Jamaican 
grapefruit,  size  115/126/150,  sola  at  $3.89  to  $4.14  per  box.     Isle  of 
Pines  grapefruit,  size  46/70,  sold  at  $2.43  to  $3.41  per  box,  whereas 
the  80//96  size  made  $3.65  to  $4.33,  and  the  112  size  and  smaller,  $3.89 
to  $4.14.    The  30/96  sizes  of  Porto  Rican  grapefruit  made  $3.65  to  $4.38 
and  the  112/smaller  $3.89  to  $4.25  per  box.    There  were  no  arrivals  of 
Florida  grapefruit  this  week  at  Liverpool.     Grapefruit  supplies  at 
London  were  moderate. 
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THE  ITALIAN  LEMON  SITUATION:    Lemon  shipments  from  Italy  to  the  _ 
United  States  during  .the  first  15  days  of  October .have  been  negligible, 
according  to  a,  cable  from  Consul  Travers  at  Palermo.     Shipments  of 
"verdelli"  lemons  will  close  on  the.  30th  of  October.      Prices  of  the 
winter  crop  lemons,  suitable  for  the  American  trade,  are  high,  due  to 
the  shortage  of  large  sizes  among  the  early  arrivals.     The  acarcity  of 
large  sized  fruit  is  attributed  too  the  meager  rainfall  during  the  grow- 
ing season.     The  October  16  quotation  for  new  crop  lemons  c.i.f.  New 
York  was  $3.5-0-  per  box.    Very  few  orders  have  been  placed  at  this  price. 

LARGS  PERCENTAGE  OF.  SMALL  SIZES  I1T  FRENCH  PRUNE  CROP:     The  French 
prune  crop  for  1930  is  still  being  estimated  at  13,000  short  tons  as 
against  4,100  short,  tons  last  year,  but  the-  percentage  of  small  sizes 
is  now  reported  as  being  greater  than  s±  first  expected,  according  to  a 
cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Nielsen  at  Marseilles.    As  a 
result  of  the  large"  percentage  of  small  sized  fruit,  growers*  prices 
have  advanced  on  the  large  sizes  and  declined  on  the  snnller  pizes. 
Regardless  of  the  large  crop  in  Franco  this  year,  there  will  be  a 
market  for  some  large  s ized  prunes,  from  the  United  States,  according  to 
Mr.,  Nielsen, 

THE  CAUAEIAIT  POTATO  CROP:     The  1930. potato  crop  in  Canada,  on  the 
basis  of  September  30  condition  reports ,  is  estimated  at  75,436,000 
bushels  as  against  the  final  Estimate  of  66,550,000  bushels  for  1929, 
according  to  the  4^icultural  Branch  of  the  Dominion  "Rttreau  of  Statistics. 


j&K'iSD.  PRODUCTION  IN  li'LilLkrlAJlEiLJT  BASIN:    The  1930  almond  crop 
in  the  principal  producing  countries  of  the  Mediterranean  Basin  is  now 
being  estimated  at  56,560  short  tons  of  shelled  and  6,650  short  tons  of 
unshelled  nuts  as  compared  with  73,600  tons  of  shelled  and  7,750  short 
tons  of  unshelled  in  1929,  according  to  reports  from  Mr.  Nielsen,  In 
general  the  almonds  have  been  slow  in  reaching  the  markets  because  of 
reluctance  on  the  part  of  growers  to  sell  at  prevailing  prices. 

EUROPEAN  ALMOND  MARKET  DULL:  The  Mediterranean  almond  market 
at  the  present  time  is  dull  and  prices  are  showing  a  downward  feendenfey, 
according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  Nielsen  at  Marseille.  Prices 
quoted  per  100  pounds  c. i. f. ,  New  York,  early  in  October,  compared  with 
those  quoted  early  in  September  in  parenthesis,  were  as  follows:  Prima 
Bari,$20.2l  ($21.26);  PaLma  Girgenti,  $18.47  ($30.18);  Valencias,  3 
Crown,  $21,73  '($22.56);  Marconas,  $24.61  ($25.46);  Mallorca,  $18.65 
($20.39);  and  Mollares  $9.49  ($9.92).      No  Tarragona  soft  shelled  almonds 
have  yet  been  exported  to  the  United  States. 
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WALNUT  PRODUCTION  IN  MEDITERRANEAN  B AS  III:     The  present  est.imates 
for  the  1930 walnut  crop  of  the  Mediterranean  Basin  are  si ightly  lower  than 
those  made  a  month  ago,  according  to  reports  from  Mr.-  Nielsen.     The  aggre- 
gate production'  for  all  of  the' important  producing  region   is  now  placed 
at  1,134,000  hags  of  110  pounds  each,   (unshelled  "basis"}  against  1,260,000 
hags  in  1929.  V 


EUROPEAN  WALNUT  MARKET:    With  the  recent  announcement  of  the  ' 
California  opening  prices  for  domestic  grown  walnuts  the  shippers  of 
Sorrento  walnuts  in  Naples,   Italy,  immediately  transferred  their  atten- 
tion to  the  British  and  North  European  markets,  according  to  a  cahle  from 
Agricultural    ommissioner  Nielsen  at  Marseille*     It  is- reported  that  trie 
only  Sorrento  nuts  now  going  forward  to  the  United  States  are  those  that 
were  purchased  early  at  $11.70  per  .100  pounds.     No  new  business  has  been 
reported  in  Italian  Sorrentos  with  the  United  States  since  the  announce- 
ment of  opening  prices jf or  California  nuts.     In  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Nielsen, 
Italian  shippers  will  find  it  rather  difficult  to  market  this  year's  crop 
in  England  and  Northern  Europe  on  account  of  the  large  crop  and  low 
prices  in  Rumania, 

CHINESE  PEANUT  PRODUCTION:    The  1930  peanut  crop  in  Shantung  is 
now  being  estimated  at  20  per  cent  in  excess  of  last  treasons  yield  when 
shipments  to  all.  markets  in  all  forms,  including  oil,  were  the  equivalent 
of  about  285,000  short  tons  of  shelled  nuts,  according  to  a  cable  received 
in  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  from  Consul  W.  Roderick  Dorsey  at 
Tsingtao.     The  quality  of  the  crop  is  reported  good  and  moisture  content 
low.     Shipments  will  begin  about  November  !•'«     The  new  crop  will  enter  a 
market  practically  bare  of  old  stocks. 

1930  SMYRNA  FIG  CROP  REDUCED:     The  1930  crop  of  edible  figs  in 
Smyrna  is  now  being  estimated  at  23,000  short  tons,  according  to  Agricul- 
tural Commissioner  Neilsen  at  Marseille.    This  represents  a  reduction  of 
about  2,000  short  tons  from  earlier  estimates  and  was  made  nedessary  by 
rain  damage  suffered  on  September  18.  .Total  exports  of  Smyrna  figs  from 
the  beginning  of  the  season  to.:  September  30  have  amounted  to  9,649  short 
tons  as  compared  with  10,652  short  tons  in  the  corresponding  period  last 
season.     September  exports  to  the  United  States  amounted  to  1,602, short 
tons  against  3,274  tons  in  the  same  month  last  year. 
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TRADE  IN  AGRICULTURAL  PROFJCTS  BETWEEN  THE  UNITED  STATES 

AND  ajTLYING  TERRITORIES  19.29-30.  

•Shipments  of  agricultural  products  from  Hawaii,  Porto  Rico  and 
Alaska  were  valued  at  $174,414,000  in  the  year  ending.  June  30,  1930,  a 
considerable  increase  over  1928-29,  hut.  slightly  below  the  1905-1929 
average..  About  55  per  cent  of  the  total  was  from  Hawaii,  over  43  per' 
cent  from  Porto  Rico,  and  less  than  1  per  cent  from  Alaska.  Shipments 
of  agricultural  products  to  the  outlying  possessions  from  the  United 
States,  on  the  other  hand,  totaled  $57,133,0.00,  .also . somewhat,  less,  .than 
the  1925-1929  average.'  About  half  of  this  total' went\'td  ..Pbrto'^ico. 

Sugar  is  by  far  the  most  important  product  shipped  to  the  United 
States  from  the  outlying  territories.     Shipments  of  sugar  to  the  United; 
States  from  Hawaii  in  1929-30  amounted  to  838,000  short  tons,  a  gain  of 
6  per  cent  over  the  1925-1929.  average,  while  shipments  from  Porto  Rico 
totaled  721,000  tons,  a  record  figure  and  an  increase  of  29  per  cent 
over  1925-1929.     These  shipments,  however',  were  made  at  much  reduced  prices. 
In  addition  to  sugar,  both  Porto  Rico  and  Hawaii  sent  large  quantities  of 
molasses,  mostly  blackstrap,  to  the  United  States. 

Canned  pineapple  ranks  second  to  sugar  in  the  shipments  from 
Hawaii.     In  1929-30  these  shipments  amounted  to  418,883,000  pounds,  a 
decrease  in  volume,  but  an  increase  in  value  ' compared  with  the  two  pre- 
vious years.     In  the  case  of  Porto  Rico,  tobacco  ranks  next  to  sugar, 
shipments  to  the  United  States  in  1929-30  amounting  to  26,014,000  pounds 
valued  st  $11,914,000.    Porto  Rico  also  ships  considerable  quantities  of 
pineapple,  mostly  in  the  fresh  state,  to  Continental  United  States.  Porto 
Rican  shipments  of  grapefruit  are  increasing.    Receipts  of  this  fruit 
in  the  United  States  in  the  last  fiscal  year  amounted  to  978,000  boxes, 
a  record  figure  and  an  increase  of  86,000  boxes  over  the  previous  maximum 
reached  in  1927-23..  ...  ... 

Reindeer  meat  shipments  from  Alaska  are  increasing.  During  1929—30 
the  Continental  United  States  received  1,384,000  pounds  against  an  average 
of  815,000  pounds  during  1925-1929. 

Rice  is  the  principal  agricultural  item  shipped  to  the  territories 
from  the  United  States.    Practically  all  the  rice  shipped  to  Hawaii  is  of 
Californian  origin,  while  Porto  Rico  takes  chiefly  rice  from  the  southern 
states.     In  1929-30  Porto  Rico  took  7,271,000  bushels,  and  Hawaii  3,021,000 
bushels  of  American  rice.    These  shipments  now  almost  equal  exports  from  the 
United  States  to  foreign  countries.    Wheat  flour  ranks  next  to  rice  in  the 
shipments  to  the  territories.     In  1929-30  Porto  Rico  took  423,000  barrels 
of  American  flour,  Hawaii,  146,000,  and  Alaska,  51,000.     The  other  products 
of  agricultural  origin  going  to  these  territories  are  principally  pork, 
beef,  trotter,  potatoes  and  all  kinds  of  canned  goods.
